The food provided was 
excellent; the service everything 
that could be desired; and the 
kindness and consideration dis- 
played by those who had charge 
of arrangements, was such as will 
long be remembered by our men. 
The training of the crews, which 
followed closely a ‘programme 
specially prepared by Mr. G. G. 
Franklyn—whoit will be remem- 
bered had charge, of the men in 
Honzkong—was in the hands of 
Mr. H.C. Macoamara. Knowing, 
as I do. the hard work put in by 
“Mac” in his attempt to get the 
hest out of the crews, I feel ex- 
tremely sorry that his efforts were 
not attended with the success 
which they justly merited. - He 
felt our defeat ax much-if not 
more-than the men who were 
actually rowing, and yet took 
every reverse like the sportsman 
that he is. Hard‘ lack. Mac! 
Better luck next time. 

Saturday, the 3rd, November, 
dawned bright and crisp, with a 
nip tothe air and a slight follow- 
ing wind blowing from the Shang- 
hai side of the course. By 3 p.m. 
when the first event was schedul- 
ed to commence, the course was 
lined with house-boats and. srnall 
yachts, all flying strings of flags, 
gaily coleared bunting and 
lanterns. The whole effect was 
very pleasing. and at night when 
the lanterns were lighted, rockets 
fired and small searchlights 
torned on, the scene was delight- 
fally gay.

Our men, rowing prettily at 
about’ 30, looked good but were 
not, and seemed to have lost all 
run on the boat. Their body 
swing, which throughout the 
Regatta was better than that of 
Shanghai or Tieatsin, appeared 
unaccompanied by a hard leg 
drive, and their finish was in- 
nnitely slow Compared to Shang- 
hai. The result of course, was 8 
disappointment to Hongkong fol- 
lowers,.. who hed anticipated at 
win in this event, and the: 
Single Sculls which was rowed 
later in the day, deapened the 
gloom which hung over 
our men. In this event 
Schweitzer, the Shanghai crack, 
literally ran away from his op- 
ponents and was back. at the 
pontoon before the last man had 
teached the finishing line.

“USELESS AND 
FUTILE.” 


We cannot confess to any sur- 
prise over the decision of the 
United States to take no part in 
the proposed enquiry into Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay the Allies 
what she owes them.' The original 
idea was that Allied experts, 
Including a representative from 
America, should meet and square- 
ly face the situation with a view 
to determining exactly what 
might be reasonably expected of 
Germany. From the start, how- 
ever, M. Poincare made it clear 
that France was determined that 
there should be no modification 
in the terms Isid down by the 
Treaty of Versailles. He insist- 
ed that the enquiry should be 
limited to Germany's “ present ” 
Capacity and the maintenance of 
the “Reparations Commission’s 
rights under the Treaty. It wis 
therefore obvious, right from the 
start, that France was not dis 
posed to enter the conference 
chamber, in any spirit of com- 
promise. She was apparently 
willing to hear the matter di 
cussed, hut prepared to 
make no material concessions. 


was 


With the circumstances thus, 
the ‘enquiry could not possibly 
serve any useful purpose. It 
would, as the American stand- 
point expresses it.. be “ useless 
and futile.” The United: States 
has, therefore, done the only thing 
in the circumstances 
by intimating that it cannot take 
part in any such limited enquiry. 
To do otherwise, jauld merely 
have been equivalent.to wasting 
time and energy which might be 
more beneficially employed. It 
has been made clear in recent 
messages that Britain has also 
become convinced of the futility 
of an enquiry so restricted in 
scope as the French Government 
desires. France is 
once’ again “ploughing the 
lonely furrow,” and it would 
appear that she intends to en- 
force the Treaty to the very 
letter, whatéver the result may. 
be. 


To be quite frank on the sub- 
ject, we intensely regret that 
France. should remain so ad- 
amant. Legally, of course, she 
is quite within her rights. Ger- 
maoy has signeithe Treaty, and 
she can be held to its terms- 
But the question of expediency, 
having in view general world 
conditions, also enters_into the 


s mostter. The point -is whether 


therefore. 


any-country has a moral right 


-fto insist on strict fulfilment of a 


Treaty if, as a consequence of 
euch insistence, the world may 
be plunged into fresh chaoa. It 
may be—we do not say it is— 
the “case that the Treaty 
stipulations are impossible, of 
being complied with. A careful 
analysis of the situation by ex- 
perts would decide that point 
But France is not willing that 
the subject should be filly in- 
vestigated. We had hoped that 
the urgency of the question and 
the gravity of the issues involved 
would have led to the exhibition 
by France of a spirit of willing- 
ness to consider the whole pro- 
blem afresh in the interests of 
the world as a whole. Seeming- 
ly that hope is destined naver to 
be realised. - 


The German Position. 


It is all very well to have 
messages recorling the overthrow 
of the Bavarian rebels. This 
does, not hold out prospects of 
future German unity. On the 
contrary, we can expect the ill- 
feeling caused by the revolt and 
its temporary sappression, 10 have 
& serious repercussion before 
long. All over the Germanic 
Republic the conditions are ripe 
for a revolt of some kind or other. 
Tf the disguntled people have no 
definite programme they are pte- 
pared—as a protest against the 
hardships they are having to 
encounter—to riot and loot shops, 
hold meetings, and perbaps wave 
red flags. is at least means a 
stoppage of norma! working con- 
ditions for a time, and thus’ is 
industry and financial credit 
further: affected. We do. not 
expect Bolshevism ever to make 
headway in. the important 
parts of the old German 
Empire: there are too many 
potential Fascisti for that, for- 
tunately. But how can Germany 
be “placed on her feet” ‘while 
all thisis going on? Itis obvious 
that a condition of affairs which 
makes adequate payment of 
reparations still more remote, is 
not likely to be viewed from 
Berlin though unprejudiced eyes; 
and under the circumstances one 
cannot expect much internal 
activity towards true unity. The 
news we receive day by day is 
less and Tess encouraging. The 
future of Europe is truly on the 
lap of the gods. 

“Little Willie.” 

It is almost amusing to note 
the stir that has been created by 
the successful return to his 
Silesian estate of the Ex-Crown| 
Prince of Germany. The Allies! 
were within their rights in re- 
questing that the young Hohen- 
toltern should be restrained from 
becoming a possible disturbing 
factor in Germany, but at the 
same time Holland has a very 
good case when she points out 
that she had not the power to 
prevent him'from leaving Dutch 
territory —no more authority. in 
fact, than Britain has had over 
political refugees who have in 


the past sought. asylum in Lon-]. 


don, for instance. The German 
Government can deport the 
ex-Crown Prince “at any 
time they consider such a course 
necessary. With them lies the 
responsibility of seeing that he 
behaves himself. The only course 


left open to the Allies is to seel 


proper supervision over his 
movements exercised. It isa re- 
grettable event, and one very 
embarrassing for the Allies-~so 
much so that one: suspects the 
affair to be based ona sinister 
motive. a cunning move by some 
scheming group of the “enemy.” 
What the next move ‘wil be we 
can but speculate on at present. 
It is sure to be something dis- 
uieting——for that, unfortunately, 
is the trend of events to-day.
